WASHINGTON, Nov. 


1.—(Monday)—(AP)—The

tion’s fourth general work stoppage in the soft coal fields 
within six months started*today, as a union work truce ex- 
pired and thousands of miners were reported joining more 


than 115,000 already on strike. 


Expiration of the truce at mid- 
night last night marked the end of 
the period during which miners 
agreed to work without a contract. 
The deadline was set last June 
when the United Miwge Workers 
called off the third industry-wide 
strike. 

Government seizure of the idle 
pits again appeared probable un- 
less the strikers quickly return to 
work. President Roosevelt has 
promised “decisive action” is nec- 
essary. 

The possibility that the bulk of 
374,000 bituminous. workers will 
halt work—a _ situation which 
President Roosevelt said he would 
not tolerate—developed as 
United Mine Workers policy com- 
mittee assembled for a decision on 
the President’s demand for ac- 
ceptance of the War.

Envoy Reports| 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—(4)— 
Lord Halifax, the British ambassa- 
dor, suggesting the possibility of a 
German collapse, said today that 
the war in Europe has reached the 
point “where anything may hap- 
pen,” 

Just back from London confer- 
ences with the British government, 
the diplomat balanced this possi- 
bility with a caution that the Ger- 
mins are tough and have been 
well organized and may be able to 
prolong the war indefinitely. 

But the tone of an hour-long 
press conference he held in a high- 
ceilinged room at the embassy 
here was openly and strongly opti- 
mistic about the prospects for a 
breakdown of enemy resistance in 
Europe. 

Germany’s Plight. 

Halifax sketched a picture of a 
Germany beset on all sides by en- 
emies, with growing unrest in con- 
quered countries and with a home- 
front badly battered by Anglo- 
American bombings. 

In the circumstances, he said, 
Germany has two choices: She can 
either scrape up more manpower 
to police the troubled subjugated 
areas or she can pull back her 
armies and release in that way 
more men to do the constantly 
multiplying jobs which she 
must do. 

Neither task can be agreeable to 
the German high command, said 
Halifax, although both methods 
probably will be used in some de- 
gree. Meanwhile, he said, the Ger-

Millikin told this reporter ‘that 
he thought the senate, which be- 
gins its second week of debate to- 
morrow, might knuw much more 
about Allied postwar intentions 
when it hears from Secretary of 
State Hull, British Foreign Minis- 
ter Eden and Soviet Foreign Com- 
missar Molotov. 

“We are working in the dark 
now and we might look somewhat 
silly adopting a resolution which 
would not be compatible with 
some of the decisions made there,” 
he declared,

While the Colorado senator said 
he thought nothing could be lost 
by a few days’ delay, Chairman 
Connally, Democrat, Texas, of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, saw 
no reason why the senate should 
not proceed to a decisive vote later 
in the week on his resolution, 
which would *urge the United 
States to join with free and sov- 
ereign nations in_ establishing 
world authority with power to 
prevent aggression.

Bomber Loss 


539 Till Oct. 1 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 31.— 
(NANA)—In the first nine months 
of 1943 the Royal Air Force lost 
1.844. bombers and the United 
States army air forces lost 539, fig- 
ures in the possession of the New 
York Sun indicated today. Up to 
the middle -of the present month 
the R. A. F, lost an additional 85 
bombers in the ceaseless attack on 
the German citadel and its outly- 
ing bastions. 

Taken quantitatively this is a 
considerable loss of skilled person- 
nel.and expensive machines. Yet 
by any reasonable standard of 
comparison, it is not high. - There 
is a number of ways in which air- 
men figure these things, and'all of 
them indicate that the results are 
worth the cost, and that the cost 
itself is not excessive. 

First, there is the percentage of 
loss among the total number of 
planes taking part in air actions. 
Figures made public in London in- 
dicate that the rate of loss is ap- 
proximately 4 per cent, well under 


the’ .10 per cent figure that airmen 
‘in general consider the maximum 
‘loss an air force can absorb over 
'a period of time and still continue 
‘to maintain its efficiency.

The Georgia Bankers’ Association, as one 
of its main projects for this year, is conduct- 
ing a program of encouragement and assistance 
in soil conservation by the farmers of the 


~ 


State. hed 
Soil erosion is at the head .of thee list of 
_ in agricultural 
a-constant drain of the 


poverty-contributing evils 


Georgia. There. is 


vital topsoil from our lands into the streams 


and rivers and thence to the sea. 

In farming the rich topsoil is the capital 
from which the farmer makes his profits. If 
it goes, he is left with nothing with which to 
operate. There are Georgia bitten 
deep by gullies and ravines, useless for farm- 
ing, which are the result, solely, of unchecked 
erosion. 

Yet there are methods by which this erosion 
can be halted or prevented. At Athens, as an 
activity of the State College of Agriculture, 
there is a state conservation group which can 
be of greatest possible help to any farmer who 
will co-operate in this effort. 

The state is divided into 20 soil conserva- 
tion districts. Each has district conserva- 
tionists and supervisors, working through the 
conservation office at Athens. 

It is to emphasize the importance of this 
work that the Georgia Bankers’ Association 1s 
offering, to every farmer whose soil conserva- 
tion. program meets the standards of excel- 
lence approved by the United States Soil Con- 
servation Service, a framed certificate of 
award. Next Thursday a public mass meeting 
will be held at Rome, center of the Coosa 
River Soil Conservation district, at which these 
certificates will: be publicly presented to ap- 
proximately 40 ‘farmers in that district who 
have qualified. This is the first such ceremony, 
but it is planned to. hold similar meetings in 
the other 19 districts. 

The farmers receiving the awards will be 
guests at a dinner given by the sixteen banks 
in the Coosa district.

Think No Evil—of Hitler 

For many years Adolf Hitler has arrogated 
to himself the right to control the actions and 
speech of all Germans; having achieved that 
aim in great measure, and to crush any attempt 
of the squirming mass-of miserable people to 
conspire against him’and his regime, he would 
now control their thoughts. ‘This was made 
clear by an editorial in a recent issue of the 
Nazi SS party newspaper, “Schwarze Korps,” 
entitled “There Is No Defeatism,” which said, 
among’ other things: 

“Naturally defeats have brought out many 
thoughts on the home front; but it is under- 
standable that National Socialism does not 
permit private opinions about the situation at 
the front. It demands monopoly on the forma- 
tion of public opinion. and does not permit the 
slightest criticism of its leaders or policy.” 

Heinrich Himmler, dread Gestapo chief, and 
now Hitler's minister of the interior, who has 
taken over control of Nazi aircraft defenses and 
fighter planes, augmented the Gestapo with 
Storm Troopers and large numbers of civilian 
party workers, warns the nation of what to 
anticipate by promulgating: “Anything other 
than complete subjugation to the will Of the 
government is punishable by death to the 
guilty.” 

The German newspaper “Das Reich” in an 
article entitled “Silent Battle,” warns its read- 
ers that “From now on it is not necessary to 
conspire against the government, but even 
@ careless word can bring a person before the 
political courts.” 

By authority of Der Fuehrer, Himmler con- 
trols those courts through his underlings, and 
he is prepared to engage in mass Slayings if 
there is any attempt at rebellion. Every effort 


is being made to forestall the home front col-_ 


lapse that preceded Germany's surrender in 


World War I, but as more cities are destroyed 
by Allied bombers, and thc German armies 


are pushed back by: the Russians and Allied 
forces, those efforts may be in vain.

Farmers’ Markets 

Georgia is still a long way from “living at 
home” by raising all the garden and field food 
crops consumed in the state, but every year 
sees a long advance toward that goal, as more 
and still more enterprising farmers add to 
their incomes by raising produce for the home 
markets. 

Out-of-season products will always be im- 
ported into the state from other areas of the 
nation, but the ofle-time year-round flood of 
foodstuffs from thd north and west is gradual- 
ly diminishing as the state’s farmers’ markets 
increase in numbér to handle Georgia-raised 
produce. ae 

Indication of the progress being made is 
shown in the semi-annual report of Agricul- 
tural Commissioner Tom Linder which listed 
total sales at the seven principal state farm- 
ers’ markets for the first six months of this 
year at $12,098,716, as compared with $7,061,- 
478, for the first six months of 1942.: As more 
crops become marketable in the laSt six months 
of the year it is reasonable to expect the total 
sales for 1943 will be well over $25,000,000 for 
these seven markets. 

In addition to the markets operated under 
sponsorship of the Agriculture Department 
there are many smaller ones operated inde- 
pendently and which handle produce of the 
immediate vicinities; these coupled with what 
is sold through local produce stores carry the 
sum total ™to handsome figures—and it is 
Georgia money, spent at home, and not going 
to producers in distant states, transportation 
charges and profits of several middlemen.

Not all traffic accidents are avoidable, but 
Ned H. Dearborn, executive vice president of 
the National Safety Council, said: “Traffic toll 
could be cut in half over night if every Ameri- 
can driver would merely use common sense, 
courtesy and caution.” | 

City motorists are apparently more reckless 
than those of rural districts, report of the 
safety council stating that rural traffic deaths 
declined 33 per cent for the first nine months 
of 1943, with city deaths down only 16 per 
cent. Thousands of prewar cars are becoming 
so decrepit they are a menace both to their 
occupants and other cars and should be banned 
from use by rigid state inspection regulations, 
owners of the better cars should have them 
regularly examined by competent workmen and 
any defects repaired. Such action would save 
possible accidents that might result in serious 
consequences.

Webster’s Dictionary says “soap is a cleans- 
ing agent, made usually by action of alkali on, 
fat or fat acids, and consisting essentially of 
sodium or potassium salts of fat acids.” This 
fact is of particular interest to Mrs. House- 
wife during this period of wartime shortages, 
for some day (not right now) when looking 
over the grocery shelves for a favorite brand 
of soap, it may not be there and, if it is on 
sale, strictly rationed. 

To forestall a possible soap shortage it is 
advisable that every housewife of the nation 
become “fat conscious” to the extent that not 
a single spoonful goés into the garbage can or 


down the sink drain. Uncle Sam needs all the 


fats he can obtain for glycerin used in making 
explosives to slay our foes, and for production 
of sulfa drugs to save the lives of our own 
men in the armed forces. What Uncle Sam 
needs he takes, and if that means less soap 
for the homes of the nation, it is a condition 
that must be endured. ; 

The great “drive” for fats of several months 
past went over with enthusiasm, but as in 
other “drives,” when the publicity ceased, the 
flow of fats dwindled to a trickle that is far 
from meeting the nation’s requirements. 

L. E. Walton, regional War Production 
Board salvage director, declared that apathy 
of the public generally and a lack of the real- 
ization of the extreme importance of the pro- 
gram is resulting in collection throughout the 
southeast of less than half the amount of 
kitchen fats critically needed for war purposes.

is growing in certain well-informed official circles of Washington 
that the war in Europe will end this winter, unless the Germans 
are able to win some notable victory to bolster

No iess a student of war. developments than 
Senator Walter F. George, chairman of the in- 
fluential Senate Finance Committee, holds this 
view of things. His appraisal of the situation 
is shared by a number of other highly placed 
government officials, though, for obvious rea- 
sons, none-of them is shouting his opinions 
from the housetops for fear of unduly arousing 
the public. 

By way of giving weight to the thesis of an 


early German collapse, it is enough to point out. 


that Senator George is one of the most con- 
servative-minded members of the senate. An 
extremely cautious man, both in his thinking 
and his reactions, he is not given to making hasty judgments on 
any set of facts. More than that, he usually is inclined to take 
a pessimistic view of things, preferring to be surprised by good 
developments than disappointed by the bad. 
What he has to say in projecting a possible early end of the 
war in Europe is, therefore, all the more interesting. Here is the 
way he sizes up the situation: 


“MASS PSYCHOLOGY” The Germans, more than any other 


race of people in the world, are ex- 
ponents of “mass” psychology. That is to say, they think and 
move in a common mass. They allow few internal differences to 
divide them’ on the common concept of what is best for the state 
and nation. 
Thus we found the old established Prussian military caste goin

“WE ALL KEPT OUR GUNS” When Senator Ball, of Minne 


sota, was campaigning for 
the senate in Minnesota, a state believed to be isolationist, he was 
arguing for a postwar association to enforce peace. 

He was speaking to a lot of unemotional persons and he talked 

plain sense in the language of the people. His 
_chief argument for an international police force 
to keep the peace went like this: 

“When this was a pioneer country every 
man kept his gun. He had to do so for his 
own protection and the protection of his fam- 
ily. Conditions were lawless and it was up to 
each man to look out for himself. 

“After a while towns were established and 
business began to grow as things quieted down 
and civilization appeared as an influence. 

“People were too busy to carry guns, so they 
got together and elected a sheriff. Now,” said 
Ball, “that didn’t mean they gave up their 
guns. They kept them for two reasons. First, 
the sheriff might need some help if he got into 
big trouble. Secondly, they might not.like the 
sheriff. ’ 

y “Communities got better and safer and soon 
we ‘had police forces and an Army and a Navy to protect us. Now 
we are engaged in a great war because, among other reasons, we 
= our Army and Navy put down their guns after the first World 

ar. 

“This time we want to arrange it so that when this war is over 
there will be maintained some sort of police force which will carry 
guns. If any outlaw or outlaw gang tries to upset things, we will 
call on the police to arrest them. 

“We don’t want this war to end and leave nothing to keep the 
peace and have things so any outlaw can take over a part of the 
world and threaten the next.” 

The state which everyone believed .to be the most isolationist 
state in the nation promptly elected him to the United States senate. 

He is there now. And he is still talking sense. 

He, and others, are trying to get our senators to say something 
about a postwar peace—something which will enable our State 
Department, and especially our Moscow delegation, to have some 
influence.

The Republican opposition would be strange were it not for the 
obvious explanation. Wendell Willkie took the lead in this think- 
ing and he has maintained it.

On July 25, 1910, under Republican President William Howard 
Taft, both houses of congress, controlled by the Republican party, 
unanimously passed the following joint resolution: 

“Resolved, etc.,. That a commission of five members be appointed 
by the President of the United States to consider the expediency 


of utilizing existing international agencies for the purpose of limit- 


ing the armaments of the nations of the world by international 
agreement, and of constituting the combined navies of the woarld 
an international force for the preservation of universal peace, and 
to consider and report thon any other means to diminish the ex- 
penditures of government for mUitary purposes and to lessen the 
probabilities of war.” « 

That is much stronger than the present feeble senate resolution 
which Republicans are opposing. It was the Republican plan of 1919. 

This resolution followed a speech by Theodore Roosevelt, made 
more than four years befare World War I, as follows: 

“It would be a master stroke if those great powers honestly bent 
on peace would form a league of peace, not only to keep the peace 
among themselves, but to prevent, by force, if necessary, its being 
broken by others. ; ; 

“The supreme difficulty in connection with developing the peace 
work of The Hague arises from the lack of any executive power— 
of any police to enforce the decrees of the’ court. 

“In any community of any size the authority of the courts rests 
upon actual or potential force; on the evidence of a police, or on 
the knowledge that the able-bodied men of the county are both 
ready and willing to see that the decrees of judicial and legislative 
bodies are put into effect. bes 

“Each nation must keep wel! prepared to defend itself until the 
establishment of some form of police power, competent and willing 
to prevent violence as between nations. As things stand now, such 
power to command peace throughout the world \could best be 
secured by some combination between those great nations which 
sincerely desire peace and have no thought themselves of commit- 
ting aggressions.” : 

That is strong stuff, compared with the timid pronouncements 
of the present senate which the Republican and isolationist Demo 
cratic bloc opposes amending.

| ‘Bail Bond Investigation. 


| This Grand Jury, during its 
tenure of office, has devoted the 
| major portion of its time to an in- 
vestigation of the operations of 
professional bondsmen, the matter 
having been brought forcibly to 
its attention by the Polfte Com- 
mittee of Council and by.an edi- 
torial in the local press dealing 
with startling irregularities 
brought out at a recent Police) 
Committee hearing bearing on the | 
matter of ball. bonds. | 

Bills of indictment have been 
returned against certain profes- 
sional bondsmen which, if convic- 
tions can be had thereon, should 
mark the starting point of some 
worthwhile reforms in practices 
prevailing around our City Police 
Station and the Recorders’ Courts. 
We wish, however, to emphasize 
that only the surface has been 
scratched, and if worthwhile and 
permanent reforms are to result 
the investigation begun by this 


succeeding Grand Jury, 
and the public kept informed gen- 
erally of unsatisfactory conditions 
that may be found to exist. 


This Grand Jury recently issued 
a statement which was carried by 
the local press, pointing out cer- 
tain apparent practices of profes- 
sional bondsmen in connection 
with the making of criminal bonds 
which it regarded as gross and 
flagrant violations of law. An “x- 
| tract from this statement is here 
quoted in order that it.may be of 
public record: ‘ 

“An Act of the Legislature of 


‘makes it a criminal offense for 
professional bondsmen to suggest 
‘or advise the employment of any 
‘attorney to represent the defend- 
ant during negotiations for the 
bondsman to sign the bond, or 
subsequently thereto; to solicit 
business as such bondsman, or to 
lounge around prisons or courts 
for the purpose of such solicita- 
'tion; to advise principals in bonds 
signed by them, or to give any 
direction in the defense or dispo- 
sition of cases in which bonds are’ 
signed: or to receive any other 
sum than the bond fee itself from 
any person for whom the bonds- 
man is surety. 

“Evidence before the .Grand 
Jury indicates that professional 
bondsmen, in many cases, are col- 
lecting from defendants for whom 
they become surety not only the 
bond fees, but actually the fines 
imposed by the Court; that in 
some cases where bonds are for- 
feited ‘dummies’ or ‘ringers’ are 
'produced in court by the bonds- 
men to plead guilty in order that 
the bondsmen may discharge their 
obligation by paying a fine rather 
than the principal amount of the 
bond forfeited; that. bondsmen, in 
some cases, are actually making 
arrests on false or trumped up 
charges, securing payments from 
the defendants for bonds and for 
delaying trial when actually no 
case is ever made and the de- 
'fendant never appears in court, 
| and that. professional bondsmen 
make it a practice to advise de- 
|fendants to secure their release 
under a writ of certiorari, the sole 
purpose of ‘such advice being to 
‘delay the case and permit the 
'bondsmen to collect the fine from 
the defendant, which fine, or some 
portion thereof, is paid into the 
‘court in settlement of the case. 
Under the law a prisoner can only 
be released in certiorari bond aft- 
-er making an affidavit that the 
/purpose of applying for a writ of 
‘certiorari is not for the purpose 
of delay, but is made with the 
'bona fide intention to appeal to a 
higher court. Few if any of these 
‘cases are ever carried to a higher 
court and many are outstanding 
for a period of years although 
legally the bonds should be for- 
feited if no appeal is made within 
thirty days.” 

This body is of the opinion that | 


ity, if not actual acquiescence, on 
the part of some officials of the 
Police Department and the Re- 
corders’ Courts. We condemn 
wholeheartedly the practice of al- 
lowing certiorari bonds to remain 
open for months and even years, 
_to the financial detriment of the 
City of Atlanta, when, by law, 
‘these bonds should at the expira- 
tion of thirty days be declared 
forfeited and the face amount of 
the bond collected from the bonds- 
man upon failure either to show 
a successful appeal or to produce 
the accused in court. 

At the time of our investigation 
it was found that in excess of 100 
certiorari bonds were outstanding 
for years prior to 1943, some dat- 
ing as far back as 1936. The total 
amount of these bonds approxi- 
mated $8,000. In addition, there 
were 242 outstanding bonds for 
the year 1943 on which the bond 
liability to the City approximated 
$16,000. All of the bonds dated 
prior to 1943 were obviously long 
overdue for forfeiture and_ the 
majority of those bonds made in | 
|1943 were also over thirty days 
old and no action taken looking 
towards forfeiture at the time of 
our examination. 

The responsibility for the for- 
_feiture of these bonds rests with 
the Recorders’ Courts but in ex- 
‘amining numerous records and 
|dockets we were unable to find 
any cases where such bonds had 
actually been forfeited. This con- 
dition exists despite the fact that 
‘a similar situation was found to 
|exist by a special councilmanic 
committee in 1935, following 
'which the Police Committee of 
‘Council at a meeting held on 
|_March 19, 1935, ordered, on the 
recommendation of the City At- 
torney, that all forfeited bonds be 
sent to the City Clerk with the re- 
quest that fi. fas. be issued and 
turned over to the Marshal for 
levy. It would appear that the 
principal cause of the failure to 
collect forfeited bonds arises out

of the fact that the bonds seem 
never to be forfeited. | 

In endeavoring to place respon- 
sibility for this condition this body 
encountered only “buck passing.” 
We cannot, however, escape the 
conviction that the responsibility 
of seeing that these bonds are pe- 
riodically checked and proper 
legal action taken towards for- 
feiture at the expiration of thirty 
days rests upon the Recorder, the 
Chief of Police, or both, even 
though the actual checking may 
be delegated to a clerk. 

We condemn the present prac- 
tice (whether done as a matter of 
law or custom) of allowing, with- 
out requiring, members of Council 
to serve as Acting Recorder with- 
out so much as a scratch of a- pen 
to indicate that they have been 
officially designated to serve at 
any particular time. If this prac- 
tice is continued, then certainly 
those Councilmen who are willing 
to serve should be officially desig- 
nated in writing by the Recorder 
for whom they are to serve, or 
some other designated official, 
stipulating the date or dates on 
which they are to serve and a rec- 
ord kept from which it could later 
be ascertained who was the duly 


‘constituted Recorder on any par- 


ticular day. We offer construc- 
tively the suggestion that the 
Mayor and Council of the City of 
Atlanta undertake, by Ordinance 
or other proper legal means, to 
provide for the appointment of a 
Recorder pro tem. (not a member 
of Council) to act in the absence 
of either Recorder and also the 
appointment or designation of a 
Clerk in the Recorders’ Court un- 
der the supervision of the Record- 
er charged with the responsibility 
of continuously checking on all 
bonds, and bringing to the atten- 
tion of the Recorder all bonds on 
which the time limit has expired 
and on which action, looking to- 
wards forfeiture, should legally be 
taken. The appointment of a Re- 
corder pro tem. should, of course, 
remove the necessity of calling on 
members of Council to serve as 
Acting Recorder and provision for 
the exclusion of such Councilmen 
from so serving should be made. 

This Grand Jury has had evi- 
dence before it that persons placed 
in the City Jail are not permitted 
to use the telephone to call friends 
to make personal bond for them 
but are granted this privilege 
readily to call a_ professional 
bondsman. We condemn this prac- 
tice and contend that it logically 
gives rise to a suspicion of .col- 
lusion between professional bonds- 
men and members of the police 
force. ” 

In the course of our investiga- 
tion a case was discovered where 
the Sheriff's office requested the 
arrest of a person outside of the 
State, on the representation of a 
professional bondsman alone that 
the bond in the case had been for- 
feited, which was not true, and 
that the party was wanted for a 
more serious offense than was ac- 
tually the case. Action by the 
Sheriff’s office in apprehending 
any person, without a warrant and 
on the word of a professional 
bondsman alone without verifica- 
tion, in our opinion, is deserving 
of condemnation. The matter has 
been called to the attention of the 
Sheriff's office and this body has 
been given assurance that the 
practice has been stopped and no 
more apprehensions will be made 
for bondsmen without the produc- 
tion of a legal warrant for the 
arrest. 

County Investigation. 

In making the investigation of 
County affairs which is a duty of 
this term of the Grand Jury—the

Financially we find the County 
in a very satisfactory condition. 
The County has been paying off a 
deficit since 1938. This, in that 
year, amounted to about $1,800,- 
000.00, and at the present time has 
been paid down to about $300,- 
000.00. We are assured that this 
balance will be cleared off by De- 
cember 3lst, 1943. All audits for 
this year have been checked by 
this Grand Jury. The County is 
now run on a budget system 
which, acording to the -County 
Commissioners, is much more sat- 
isfactory than the old system. 

The Committee on Public Build- 
ings visited the County Jail, In- 
dustrial Farm, Juvenile Detention 
Home, Court House and Dairy 
Farm. In general we found all 
physical properties in good condi- 


tion with the exception of some |

The Fulton County Almshouse 
was checked and found in good 
shape in general and doing a good 
work. The Fulton County Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare was also 
checked and found to be in excel- 
lent shape. The reports of all 
these Public Agencies were check- 
ed and found to be very satisfac- 
tory. We wish to commend those 
in charge of all of the County 
Agencies for the condition of their 
properties and buildings 
and for the general way in which 
they are handled. 

The Fire Department is doing a 
very good job with the equipment 
which they have. The City and 
County are. growing fast and new 
equipment is needed to cope with 
the added requirements. One new 
pumper has been ordered, but that 
is not sufficient in view of our ex- 
pansion. It needs _ additional 
pumpers, chemical and _ ladder 
trucks and hose and equipment to 
go with them. We recommend that 
the training course for firemen be 
continued through ten days of 
each year so that all may be fa- 
miliar with the duties required of 
them. 

The Sanitary Department is be- 
ing handled efficiently and those 
in charge of this department seem 
capable and interested in their 
work.

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First: That the intensive Ed- 
ucational Campaign already 
started be continued and that an 
effort be made to interest the 
churches of Atlanta and various 
civic organizations to collabo-

Second: That our Recorders 
be requested to continue to im- 
pose severe sentences on those 
who persist in prostitution. The 
report furnished by the Record- 
er shows that about eighty- 
three percent of the cases_tried 
by him within the past sixty 
days are first offenders and that 
a large per cent of those were 
young girls ranging in age from 
sixteen up. 

Third: That a plan to provide 
wholesome, supervised recreat- 
tion for girls and to help re- 
claim those unfortunates who 
are most likely to respond and 
benefit by assistance should be 
inaugurated. 

Fourth: That additional po- 
licewomen trained and experi- 
enced in social service work be 
employed. 

Fifth: We are not unmindful 
of the especially significant 
problem we face with respect to 
the incidence and spread of 
these diseases among the Negro 
population. Not only is it nec- 
essary that we extend these fa- 
cilities to them equally, but 
more so. The ultimate health of 
our community is no better than 
that of the most diseased per- 
sons in it. We especially urge 
the increased use of Negro 
physicians and nurses in any 
such program of public health. 
They have the most professional 
contacts with the Negro popu- 
lation and should be given every 
inducement and encouragement, 
professional and personally, to 
aid in thus promoting our com- 
munity welfare. 

The Chamber of Commerce and 
Junior Chamber are to be com- 
mended for their support and ef- 
forts to suppress this disease. 

Juvenile Delinquency. 

We find that the question of 
Juvenile Delinquecy is still on the 
increase, especially among the 
young girls.

Second: We recommend that 
the City Board of Education 
employ, if possible, three more 
Attendance Officers—two white 
and one colored—and that the 
County Board employ one more 
such officer, if possible. 

Third: We urge upon the Po- 
lice Departments the selection 
and training of policemen who 
seem to have talent in cultivat- 
ing the friendship and confi- 
dence of: young people, these 
policemen to be so stationed 
and utilized in their work that 
they would serye the residen- 
tial areas where Juvenile De- 
linaquency is most prevalent. 

Fourth: In order that parents 
may be better impressed with 

the necessity of their own re- 
sponsibility and co-operation, 
we urge that whatever steps are 
necessary to be taken by the 
Juvenile Court, and other 
courts, to place upon the parents 
as much burden of delinquency 
as possible. A few fines levied 
and collected might work mir- 
acles.

Containers of dried foods, Miss 
McGee continued, should be air- 
tight, moisture proof, light proof, 
puncture proof, insect proof, and 
rat proof. They should be kept 
in a cool place.”
